THE ladies of 
Porthcawl 
Townswomen’s 
Guild are probably 
unaware of the fas¬ 
cinating social life 
of Joyce Grenfell 
during the 1930s 
^Guild Remembers 
Joyce GrenfelT, The 
GEM, July 21. 

In letters to her Ma 
(1932-1944) Joyce fre¬ 
quently refers to her 
friendship with Dr 
Thomas Jones of 
Rhymney, who was 40 
years her senior. 

TJ had a remarkable 
career. Deputy secretary 
to the cabinet during the 
1914-1918 War; friend 
and advisor to David 
Lloyd George; advisor to 
the Tory Prime Minister 
Stanley Baldwin, who 
was renowned for his 
wonderful speeches - 
but it was TJ who wrote 
them. 

In 1936, TJ accompa¬ 
nied Lloyd George to 
Germany to meet Hitler. 

This extraordinary 
relationship in London 
upper class society was 
never documented in 
TJ’s biography, but 
Joyce states they met 
openly in restaurants, 
and when she stayed at 
TJ’s home on the north 
Kent coast. 

She obviously adored 
him, and regarded him 
as the finest human 
being she had ever 
known. In 1938, TJ 
underwent surgery in 
London, and Joyce 
recalls how he sent her a 
touching letter saying 
this might be farewell. 

Actually, TJ lived on 


until 1955. Joyce was 
well connected. Her 
aunt. Lady Nancy Astor, 
was the first woman 
member of the 
Commons, elected in 
1919 for Plymouth. 

She and her husband 
resided at Cliveden in 
Bucks where society’s 
great and good gathered 
to discuss political 
issues. 

On many occasions, 

TJ accompanied Joyce to 
Cliveden, which began 
to promote pro-German 
ideas, in the belief that 
Hitler had much to offer. 

However, these ideas 
quickly lost momentum 
after 1939; many of the 
younger political theo¬ 
rists went on to serve in 
the forces, and Cliveden 
became a Red Cross 
hospital for Canadian 
forces. 

In 1942, Lord Astor 
gave Cliveden to The 
National Trust to avoid 
death duties. 

Thomas Jones never 
forgot his Welsh 
upbringing. He was 
instrumental in establish¬ 
ing Coleg Harlech in 
north Wales in 1927 
(known as the University 
of the Second Chance) 
and 10 years later, an 
adult centre in Pontypool 
known as The Pontypool 
Educational Settlement. 

He lived for some 
years in Barry, as secre¬ 
tary of a fund set up by 
the wealthy David 
Davies family, to combat 
tuberculosis, which dur¬ 
ing the 1930s affected 
one in 10 families in 
Wales.

‘REGENERATION PLAN IS SHORT¬ 
CHANGING COUNCIL TAXPAYERS’ 

- SAYS PORTHCAWL CIVIC TRUST 


REPORT by PHILIP IRWIN 


PORTHCAWL 
Civic Trust Society 
has obtained the 
official breakdown 
of how much land 
in the Porthcawl 
regeneration area is 
owned by Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC) - 
and how much is in 
private ownership. 

The trust has pursued 
the issue of who owns 
what, and whether coun¬ 
cil taxpayers are getting 
a fair deal, for some time 
now. In June, in response 
to a Freedom of 
Information request, it 
finally received an offi¬ 
cial breakdown from 
Andrew Jolley, the assis¬ 
tant chief executive, 
legal and regulatory 
services, at BCBC. 

Auditors were sent in 
last autumn by the Civic 
Trust, Porthcawl 

Chamber of Trade and 
Porthcawl SHOUT to 
examine the proposals to 
divide up the profits of 
the scheme between the 
council, who are the 


major landowners, and 
the two Evans families, 
who own or lease the 
remainder of the land. 

The accountants 
KPMG, who act for the 
district auditor, said that 
lessons could be learned 
from the way in which 
these regeneration issues 
were handled, but they 
did not propose to take 
any action. 

The GEM has already 
revealed confidential 
information published 
on ‘pink’ papers relating 
to the way in which the 
profits from the sale of 
part of phase one land, at 
Salt L^e and Hillsboro 
Place for a new Tesco 
store are to be divided. 

The deal agreed 
between the council and 
the Evans Families gives 
the council 60 per cent of 
the overall profits of the 
entire regeneration 
scheme, with the Evans’s 
getting 40 per cent. 

However, the report 
revealed that those per¬ 
centages change drasti¬ 
cally for the first part of 
phase one, with the 
council’s share dropping 


to 28 per cent and the 
Evans Families getting 
72 per cent. The £6.5m 
profit from this is being 
shared according to this 
ratio, with the Evans’ 
Families getting £4.7m 
and the council £1.8m. 

BCBC has argued that 
it has been able to use 
that £1.8m to secure 
match funding from the 
EU to start work on the 
harbour regeneration 
portion of the scheme. 

The owners’ agree¬ 
ment will give the Evans 
Eamilies a guaranteed 
£5m from phase one, 
with their money topped 
up by a further £300,000 
from the sale of the rest 
of the land; and a further 
guaranteed £10m from 
phase two, which 
includes Sandy Bay. 

The Evans Eamilies 
are guaranteed £15m in 
total, regardless of what 
the land actually sells 
for, and this agreement 
has a life of 20 years. 

The initial challenge 
from the civic society 
was to do with this 60-40 
split. 

The society spent 


many months trying to 
get information from 
BCBC about the various 
acreages of the different 
plots of land involved in 
the regeneration. 

It put in Ereedom of 
Information requests 
which were rejected but, 
in June it received a let¬ 
ter giving a breakdown 
of who owns what. 

Bearing in mind that a 
report in 2006 from the 
council’s estates manag¬ 
er stated that the 93 acres 
within the Porthcawl 
Regeneration area was 
broken down into 41 
acres for the Evans and 
51 acres for the council, 
the figures revealed by 
Andrew Jolley differ 
markedly. 

It says that BCBC 
owns outright a total of 
87.79 acres. It owns the 
biggest chunk of devel¬ 
opable land at Sandy 
Bay (55.45 acres), 
although the Evans 
Eamilies control crucial 
areas around the fair 
which give access to that 


land. These are com¬ 
monly referred to in the 
planning business as 
“ransom strips”. 

BCBC also owns 
32.34 acres covering the 
Harbour, Salt Lake and 
Hillsboro Car Park area 
(phase one), giving a 
total of 87.79 acres. 

Turning to the Evans 
Eamiles’ landholdings, 
BCBC say that they own 
or lease a total of 92.49 
acres. However, this fig¬ 
ure is dramatically 
reduced by the acknowl¬ 
edgement that this figure 
includes 67.59 acres 
below the high water 
mark on Coney Beach 
and Sandy Bay. 

This means that the 
only developable land 
that the Evans’ own is on 
the fairground area, 
totalling 12.95 acres. 
However, they will be 
retaining 1.5 acres for a 
travelling fair, and will 
have a lease on a five- 
acre site for car parking, 
renewable annually as 
long as the fair operates. 


The Evans Eamilies 
have a lease on the 9.26 
acres at Salt Lake Car 
Park. BCBC owns the 
land but the lease has 
approximately 25 years 
still to run. 

The Evans Eamilies 
also have another lease 
on land at Mackworth 
Road, which is owned by 
a third party, and this is 
thought to be the old 
‘Monster Park’ which 
totals 2.69 acres. The 
terms of this lease are 
unknown to the Civic 
Trust or to The GEM. 

Before any develop¬ 
ment can take place on 
this land as part of regen¬ 
eration, it will be neces¬ 
sary to purchase the free¬ 
hold. 

The GEM has asked 
who will foot that bill - 
will the council have to 
buy out the owners? Or 
will it be down to the 
leaseholders (the Evans 
Eamilies) and funded 
from their share of the 
profits? 

The fear of the civic 
trust society is that 
Porthcawl could end up 
with only a Tesco and 


more houses, while the 
private owners walk 
away with a guaranteed 
income plus a number of 
assets, including: 

• A 1.5 acre site 
fronting the new Sandy 
bay promenade for com¬ 
mercial leisure use. 

• 0.75 acres of land at 
Mackworth Road for 
houses. 

• A site for a mini 
golf course. 

• Kiosk sites on the 
Coney Beach promenade 
and the Eastern prome¬ 
nade at a ‘peppercorn’ 
rent. 

Land will also be allo¬ 
cated opposite the fire 
station on The Green, 
which is council owned, 
for a Grace Church 
Community Centre. 

The civic trust society 
claims that Porthcawl is 
the Milch-cow of the 
borough. Last year, of 
the £20.8m collected by 
BCBC in council tax, 
Porthcawl contributed 
37 per cent, despite only 
having 14 per cent of the 
population of the bor¬ 


ough. 

In a recent newsletter, 
the society summed up 
its position, saying: “The 
only plan BCBC appears 
to be working to is to 
significantly increase the 
construction of housing. 

“Sandy Bay is to 
become a housing estate, 
and a new road has to be 
driven through Coney 
Beach land to service it. 

“Salt Lake, the area 
that should impress visi¬ 
tors as they arrive, is to 
be dominated by multi¬ 
storey flats.” 

A BCBC spokesper¬ 
son said: “The informa¬ 
tion provided by 
Bridgend County 

Borough Council, which 
formed the basis of the 
owner’s agreement, has 
been considered by the 
external auditor and two 
independent valuers, 
who have all agreed that 
this is the most beneficial 
way forward to ensure 
that regeneration in 
Porthcawl is delivered. 

“The council is satis¬ 
fied with the outcome of 
this process. ”

Movement was founded 
by Chad Varah in 1953 
and is a self-funding 
charity which receives 
just two per cent of its 
income from public 
funds. 

The majority of its 
income comes from indi¬ 
viduals, trusts and com¬ 
panies without whom it 
would not be possible to 
carry on providing an 
emotional support and 
emotional health service. 

The Bridgend branch 
actually started its work 
on Station Hill, Maesteg, 
in 1973, providing a 
daily 12-hour service. 


In order to extend its 
work and obtain 24-hour 
status, the club moved to 
Bridgend in 1975, and to 
its current location on 
Green Street in 1988, 
from where it now pro¬ 
vides a 24-hour service 
365 days a year. 

Individuals wishing to 
communicate with 
Samaritans can do so by 
telephone, email, text or 
face to face. It also pro¬ 
vides help to individuals 
in Parc Prison and 
directly through its ‘Eeet 
on the Street’ initiative. 

It costs more than 
£100 per day to run the 
Bridgend branch and 
some £10 million to fund 
the scheme throughout 
the whole of the UK.

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Man started fires 
to ‘tidy up area’ 


FIRES were deliberately started around 
Pencoed College by a man who later told 
the police he wanted to “tidy up the area”. 

Cardiff Crown Court heard that people saw 
flames eight feet high at the scene. 

Rhys Norman, 22, of Heol-y-Onnen, Pencoed, 
admitted a charge of arson. 

He was sentenced to a community order for two 
years, which involved a supervision order for a sim¬ 
ilar period. 

He was also made subject to an anti-social behav¬ 
iour order for two years. 


Prison sentence 
for drug dealer 


A DRUGS dealer 
has been jailed for 
three-and-a-half 
years at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

Unknown to her, the 
man with whom she was 
dealing in Bridgend was 
an undercover police 
officer. 

Hay ley Owen (31) of 
Mackworth Road, 
Porthcawl, had been con¬ 
victed at Vale 
Magistrates for supply¬ 
ing heroin and had been 
committed to the Crown 
Court for sentence. 

The court heard she 
had previous convictions 
for possessing heroin, 
battery, and for offences 
of dishonesty. In May 
2009, she received 27 
months at Cardiff Crown 
Court for supplying hero¬ 
in and possessing the 
drug. 

On that occasion, it 
was stated, she supplied 
heroin in Market Street, 
Bridgend. 

Judge Eleri Rees told 
her: “You knew all too 
well the risk you were 
taking, because you were 
already on licence. You 
took that risk and knew 
what would happen if 
you re-offended.” 

The judge said that 


Owen had wasted her 
life. 

Prosecutor John 
Warren said that on 
January 25, she supplied 
heroin in Mackworth 
Street, Bridgend. 

Unknown to her, the man 
was an undercover police 
officer who was carrying 
out an operation in the 
area. 

When Owen’s home 
was searched, police 
found a diary in which 
she disclosed that she 
had to be careful in drugs 
dealing, because she had 
heard that there was “an 
operation” being carried 
out. 

She later made a state¬ 
ment, saying she was try¬ 
ing to address her drugs 
problem. 

Her counsel, Meirion 
Davies, said: “She realis¬ 
es that prison is 
inevitable. Her offending 
began in her late 20s, and 
drugs have made her life 
fall apart.” 

She was, he said, at 
the bottom end of the lad¬ 
der of supplying. 

“She was not by any 
means a major supplier. 
She is in a sad situation 
and if she commits 
another similar offence, 
could receive seven 
years.”

His counsel Kevin Seal said he was engaging with 
psychiatric services. Recently, he had had anxiety 
attacks. 

“He is not fascinated by fires, but he needs to be 
dealt with in the community. Hopefully, you won’t 
see him in this court again.” 

Judge Christopher Llewellyn-Jones said the dam¬ 
age caused was up to £150. 

The seriousness was that the fires were lit close to 
buildings. 

He said he had come to the conclusion that at the 
moment, there was no evidence that Norman posed a 
risk. 

“It was a one-off incident. Being brought to court 
has been a bit of a shock to you,” he said. 

Norman said: “I promise I won’t do it again.”

A stamp of approval has 
been given to Bridgend 
county borough’s newest 
library. 

Y Llynfi is the library set up in 
part of Maesteg Sports Centre. It 
houses the Welsh language 
archive of the county borough, as 
well as the sheet music collection 
and also family history research 
material. 

The library was opened last 
autumn with a £100,000 grant 
from the Welsh Assembly 
Government and it has now been 
visited by two regional AMs. 

Suzy Davies, shadow minister 
for Welsh language and culture, 
and Byron Davies, shadow minis¬ 
ter for regeneration, both represent 
south Wales west as Welsh 
Conservatives. 

They were conducted around 
the library, which is partially 


located in the old blast engine 
house of the Llynfi ironworks, by 
librarian Martyn Jones and assis¬ 
tant Anna Rankin. 

The library has almost 7,000 
Welsh books, plus other material 
,including old maps and newspa¬ 
pers. 

It also has a computer suite, 
which provides access for all and 
seating and reading areas. 

Suzy Davies said that she was 
very impressed with the set-up: 
“This is a brilliant facility for any¬ 
one wishing to access Welsh lan¬ 
guage material and information. 
Maesteg, and Llangynwyd, in par¬ 
ticular, have the highest percent¬ 
ages of Welsh speakers in the bor¬ 
ough, so putting this here was 
entirely appropriate. 

“Also, the music archive is very 
important and once again, 
Maesteg has a large number of 
choirs and musical groups who 


can benefit from having this mate¬ 
rial close at hand.” 

Byron Davies said that from a 
regeneration viewpoint, the library 
and sports centre represent a fan¬ 
tastic use of an old industrial 
building. 

“The restoration of the blast 
engine house is superb and it has 
been given a modern use that 
makes it as relevant to the com¬ 
munity today as it would have 
been in 1839 when it was built. 

“The work done on the building 
won the council the top award 
from the Stone Federation of 
Great Britain, knocking 
Westminster Abbey into second 
place. That itself is a testament to 
the quality of this building. 

“This is a very innovative 
scheme and I commend the bor¬ 
ough council for its actions,” he 
commented.

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Youth theatre’s King and I was a musical 
spectacular with a real emotional punch

A fter the gruesome goings on in 
Fleet Street last year in Sweeney 
Todd, Roger Burnell, the director 
of the Bridgend Youth Theatre (BYT) 
chose a more mainstream crowd pleaser 
this year, in Rodgers and Hammerstein’s 
The King and I. 

It has more hummable tunes, the costumes make 
it a dazzling spectacle, and the fact that the King of 
Siam has 67 children raises the ‘cute kid’ quotient 
no end. 

In truth, my memories of the show were of a 
sugary evening with bright tunes such as ‘Whistle a 
Happy Tune’, ‘Getting to Know You’ and ‘Shall We 
Dance’ but the all-round talents of this cast remind¬ 
ed the audience that there was a lot more to the 
story. 

Let’s start with the girls first, because it would 
be hard to find anyone more in command of the 
roles than the three leads. 

After being so good as Mrs Lovett last year in 
Sweeney, it was no surprise that Melanie Stevens 
excelled as Anna, the English schoolteacher who 
has been hired to tutor the king’s children. 

She sailed through her songs, and her dialogue 
scenes with the king were funny and emotional, and 
she conveyed a strong-willed woman very convinc¬ 
ingly. 

As Tuptim, the young and unhappy girl sent to 
the king as a ‘present’ from Burma, Lowri Izzard 
made all the audience feel for her predicament. Her 
voice is really strong, and she made the absolute 
most of her big number ‘My Lord and Master’. 

She and Jack Davies (Lun Tha) made a touching 
pair of doomed lovers.

However, the biggest cheer of the night went to 
Amelia Jones (Lady Chang) at the conclusion of 
her song ‘Something Wonderful’. This may have 
been partly because she is a Porthcawl 
Comprehensive girl, who shone last January as 
Cossette in Les Miserables, but the song really did 
suit her excellent voice, which has a great warmth 
to it. 

She also acted the role well, giving Lady Chang 
a sense of wisdom and compassion. 

So, as the girls were all on top form, it put a bit 
of pressure on Scott-James Dale, who played the 
king - the role made famous by Yul Brynner. 

Scott, of course, was cast last year as the lead in 
Sweeney Todd, and had to make a tough decision 
when he was invited to the X-factor boot camp. 

He pulled out and tried his luck with the TV 
show, but this year he had a second chance with 
the BYT. 

He did, I think, do something that eluded Yul, 
because in the film, I could never believe that the 
king was so emotionally confused after he and 
Anna had argued, that he could die of a broken 
heart... 

However, Scott’s distress was so palpable that I 
started to believe that he could retire to his bed and 
gradually fade away. 

Before his death scene, he made you warm to 
the king, and he got every ounce of comedy from 
his character. He sings well, too, and he and Mel 
shared some very tender scenes. 

There were plenty of things to praise in this pro¬ 
duction, but I have to single out the ballet, 

Tuptim’s adaptation of Uncle Tom’s Cabin. 

Lizzie Davies-Macmillan has choreographed 
many BYT productions, but this was beautifully 
done, with all the dancers on form, particularly 
Natasja Bryant as Eva and Kate Jones as Topsy. 
Also impressive was Yegor Young as the evil 
Simon of Legree. 

There are so many other cast members who 
deserve praise, because everyone plays their part to 
make a show like this work. Corey Bridgemen 
made a fine prince, and Owain Miller and Jack 
Gillard were impressive as the king’s courtiers. 

There was plenty of talent among the king’s 
wives too, and it all bodes well for the future. 

For the senior production team of Roger 
Burnell, Xenia Yardley (assistant director) and 
Michael Plowman (musical director), this was yet 
another high quality BYT show. 

Ticket sales were strong, but it still disappoints 
me to see any empty seats at all. 

With the success of Glee and recent shows such 
as the search for a Dorothy, we are told that there 
is huge interest in musicals. 

/ can’t help thinking that if people realised the 
performance levels demanded by the BYT, they 
would get out and see it happen live, rather than 
from the comfort of their armchairs!

19-STONE MAN 
JUMPED ON HIS 
VICTIM’S FACE 


A VICTIM of vio¬ 
lence which erupted 
outside Penarth Ex- 
Servicemen’s Club, 
was lucky to be alive 
after a 19-and-a- 
half stone, 6ft 4ins 
man jumped from a 
wall onto his face, 
Cardiff Crown 

Court heard. 

Moments later, said 
prosecutor Matthew 
Cobb, Darren Grant was 
seen repeatedly stamping 
on the head of the uncon¬ 
scious Justin French. 

Grant, 33, a lorry driv¬ 
er of Pant-y-Celyn, 
Llandough, who has 
recently been living in

Yorkshire, was jailed for 
five years, after being 
found guilty of causing 
Mr French grievous bod¬ 
ily harm with intent. 

He was also found 
guilty of assaulting Paul 
Stowe. 

Judge Christopher 
Llewellyn-Jones told 
Grant: “I and the jury lis¬ 
tened during the trial to a 
quite horrific account of 
your behaviour on this 
night.” 

Mr French ended up 
on the pavement, below a 
wall, motionless, said the 
judge. Grant then jumped 
onto his face, after which 
he stamped on his face a 


number of times. 

A forensic scientist 
said that in 20 years, he 
had never seen such clear 
shoe imprints on the side 
of a man’s face, such as 
those on Mr French, and 
also visible on his face 
was the ‘Timberland’ 
logo. 

Said the judge: “A wit¬ 
ness thought you had 
actually killed him, 
which is hardly surpris¬ 
ing.” 

A miracle, said the 
judge, was that he didn’t 
suffer injuries as serious 
as anticipated. 

The jury reached 
guilty verdicts after just 


CCTV assists arrests 


CCTV in the Vale, operated by the 
Safer Vale Partnership, assisted 
with eight arrests and one missing 
person in the week ending July 31.

“You may think he is 
lucky to be alive,” said 
Mr Cobb. 

Grant denied jumping 
off the wall, and said that 
he tumbled down a step 
with Mr French and 
threw one blow. 

Grant was said to have 
previous convictions for 
driving with excess alco¬ 
hol, driving while dis¬ 
qualified, and causing 
criminal damage. 

In his closing speech, 
Mr Cobb described the 
claims Grant made in his 
defence as “utter 
garbage”. 

Grant’s barrister, 
Kevin Seal, said: “This 
will be his first custodial 
sentence. 

“There is a lack of pre¬ 
vious offending of a vio¬ 
lent nature.”

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Captain America 
makes his mark 
on the summer 


W HILE DC 
Comics 
achieved 
success with the 
Christopher Nolan- 
directed Batman 
films, and a level of 
success with 
Superman Returns, 
they pale into com¬ 
parison with 
Marvel Comics. 

The publisher has 
seen great success from 
the releases of Iron Man 
and its sequel, The 
Incredible Hulk and 
Thor - with the next 
character finally making 
his way onto the big 
screen. 

In Captain America, 
Chris Evans (no, not 
that one) plays Steve 
Rogers, a scrawny kid 
who is unable to sign up 
to fight in World War II. 

With the help of a 
doctor, who injects him 
with a super serum, 
Rogers becomes a bulky 
mass of muscle, the per¬ 
fect tool for America to 
use in combat. But as 
Rogers becomes Captain 
America, the threat from 
Germany is more than 
just the Nazis, as Johan 
Schmidt (Hugo 
Weaving), who has an 
alter-ego of his own, 
plans of wreaking his 
own carnage on the 
world... 

With the proliferation 
of super-heroes reaching 
the big screen, it can’t 
be long before the genre 
bottoms out. Marvel 
will be hoping that it 
will last at least another 
year as the Captain, and 
the other Marvel heroes, 
line up in the hotly- 
anticipated The 
Avengers next May. 

However, based on 
the evidence of Captain 
America, there appears 
to be little creatively 
wrong with the genre, 
the film a shining exam¬ 
ple of taking a comic 
book character and 
bringing him to the big 
screen. 

Perhaps it’s because 
of its period setting (set 
in and around 1942) but 
it feels different to the 
likes of Iron Man et al, 
while maintaining the 
through-line that has 
made the films so suc¬ 
cessful. 

Drawing in a director 
such as Joe Johnson 
helps, of course, the 
director having made 
more than his fair share 
of clunkers {The 
Wolfman, anybody?) but 
also having form in 
wartime action block¬ 
busters with the under¬ 
rated Rocketeer. 

Thankfully, it’s the 
Johnson of the latter that 
is on duty here, bringing 
a pleasing innocence, 
while maintaining the 
modern-day spectacle 
you would expect. 

It is visually gor¬ 
geous, the wartime feel 
being amplified by the 
hyper-real submarines 
and aircraft on display. 


and Johnson uses all of 
the tools to craft a 
thrilling experience that 
manages to marry the 
action to an origin story 
which manages to avoid 
the usual pitfalls and 
move at a pace. 

Said script comes 
from the keyboards of 
Christopher Markus and 
Stephen McFeely, who 
construct a compelling 
story that moves well 
and doesn’t labour too 
heavily on the obvious 
elements of the charac¬ 
ter, any level of 
American jingoism if 
anything downplayed. 
They also bring the 
characters to life incred¬ 
ibly well, aided by a 
very strong cast. 

As the titular Captain, 
Chris Evans is incredi¬ 
bly good, making him 
likeable but also the 
actor emphasises the 
nobility of this smaller 
man being given the 
chance to do good, a 
clear case of great 
power becoming great 
responsibility, and 
Evans delivers with 
style. 

Opposite him Brit 
Hayley Atwell delivers a 
strong performance, 
bringing a ballsiness to 
the character of Peggy 
Carter and avoiding the 
simpering love interest 
route that afflicted 
Natalie Portman in 
Thor. 

With a degree of 
verve, the actress is 
wonderful, while the 
likes of Tommy Lee 
Jones, Dominic Cooper 
and Stanley Tucci are all 
well suited to their 
roles, delivering likeable 
performances. 

The only misstep is 
Hugo Weaving’s villain, 
which is too bland and 
of the traditional world- 
conquering variety to let 
the actor really project 
his evil, the Captain 
being left with a foe that 
doesn’t really work that 
well, although Toby 
Jones does shine as his 
accomplice. 

If the downbeat con¬ 
clusion takes the sheen 
off the film somewhat, 
you can be comforted to 
know that is only part of 
a larger plan which now 
takes us to next May’s 
Avengers movie - and 
while its a long wait 
until then, at least 
Captain America is here 
to bridge the gap! 

VERDICT: A pleas 
ingly retro super-hero 
film. Captain America is 
the perfect lead-in to 
The Avengers yet also 
works incredibly well 
on its own. 

Strong direction from 
Joe Johnson and per¬ 
formances, especially 
Chris Evans and Hayley 
Atwell, mean that the 
Captain makes his mark 
on the summer. 
Recommended.

VALE Foodbank 
volunteers will be at 
Morrisons super¬ 
market in Barry 
this weekend, col¬ 
lecting food items to 
help people who are 
in crisis. 

The foodbank is a new 
community-based project 
that will be operating in 
the area during the 
months ahead. 

The Vale Foodbank 
coordinator, Susan 
Lloyd-Selby, explained: 
“This Saturday, August 
6, volunteers will be at 
Morrisons from 9.30am 
to 3.30pm. 

“We will be outside 
the store handing out 
leaflets with shopping 
lists. We hope that on the 
way out, people will 
donate an item. 

“What we need is con¬ 
tributions of dried food 
and tinned goods. 

“The current econom¬ 
ic climate means more 
and more people are 
struggling to put food on 
the table, so we really 
need local citizens to 
give what they can to 
help. 

“It’s not just people on 
low incomes who are 
feeling the pinch at the 
moment. Increased 
redundancy and fewer 
jobs are having a real 
impact on local people. 

“We are very grateful 
for the support we have 
received from Tony 
Wade, Morrisons’ man¬ 
ager, and our volunteers 
are looking forward to 
launching the foodbank.” 

Food will be stored at 
Coastlands Family 
Church and later distrib¬ 
uted to people in need. 
The good news is that 
volunteers know they 


already have enough in 
donations to launch the 
foodbank next month. 

Social services, GPs 
and charities will help to 
identify people who need 
support, and those indi¬ 
viduals and families will 
be able to claim using 
vouchers. 

Susan explained that 
in the tougher economic 
climate, with bills soar¬ 
ing, the loss of a job or 
the late arrival of a bene¬ 
fit cheque can tip people 
into a crisis. 

She said: “For some 
people, it could be a 
choice as to whether they 
can pay their rent or put 
food on the table.” 

The initiative has 
already generated a lot of 
local enthusiasm, with 10 
Vale schools already 
pledging their Harvest 
Festival collections in 
October to the foodbank. 

The Vale Foodbank is 
a registered charity and 
part of a nationwide fran¬ 
chise inspired by The 
Trussed Trust, a 
Christian-based organi¬ 
sation committed to com¬ 
munity-based projects. 

Susan said: “There are 
now more than 100 food- 
banks nationwide. Two 
years ago, they helped 
41,000 people; last year 
they helped 61,500 peo¬ 
ple.” 

Supermarket collec¬ 
tions are one of the main 
ways that the foodbank 
will be stocked, but vol¬ 
unteers are also willing 
to pick up non-perishable 
foods from those willing 
to donate.

M aesteg 

was known 
in years 
gone by as the 
Queen of the 
Valleys - a title that 
many still feel is 
more than justified. 

Unlike neighbouring 
valleys, Maesteg is a 
basin which enabled the 
town centre to develop 
over a wider area. 

The valley floor is 
very extensive and the 
mountain slopes are suf¬ 
ficiently distant to com¬ 
pletely eradicate any 
sense of being hemmed 
in. 

The town’s wealth in 


the heyday of the indus¬ 
trial revolution is obvi¬ 
ous in the quality of the 
many buildings in the 
town centre. 

Pride of place goes to 
the Town Hall, which 
was built by the miners 
in the 1880s and which 
has remained a focal 
point for the valley’s 
cultural and social life 
ever since. 

But that is only one of 
a cluster of listed build¬ 
ings in the centre. 

These include North’s 
Library, which was also 
built by the miners as a 
library, and remained in 
use until the old 
Glamorgan County 
Council, in its wisdom.

decided that it would be 
more appropriate to put 
the library in a flat 
roofed building at the 
back, which is much too 
small for the needs of 
the town. 

The council offices in 
Talbot Street have just 
been restored at a cost of 
more than £200,000 and 
we also have North’s 
Offices, which was the 
HQ of the coal mining 
company North’s 
Navigation - plus St 
David’s Church and the 
Art Deco style post 
office. 

All of these buildings 
give Maesteg a unique 
flavour - coupled with 
the Edwardian and late 
Victorian shops that 
abound in the town’s 
two main streets. 

Sadly, in recent years, 
the outdoor market has 
declined, thanks to a dis¬ 
astrous re-design under¬ 
taken by the former 
Ogwr Borough Council 
in the 1990s, which saw 
the construction of 
hideous metal-fronted 
stalls and a metal 
canopy. 

All of this is now 
being swept away in a 
new revamp, again fund¬ 
ed by the taxpayer, 
which (hopefully) this 
time will take account of 
what the traders and cus¬ 
tomers actually want. 
Time will tell. 

The town’s indoor 
market is beneath the 
Town Hall and some 
recent new arrivals have 
breathed new life back 
into this institution. 

Although it is not 
being revamped itself, 
improvements to the out¬ 
door market will 
undoubtedly revitalise 
this institution. 


Maesteg, like many 
other town centres, has 
suffered in recent years 
from the loss of national 
chains like Wool worth’s 
and Ethel Austin, but 
there have also been 
some new arrivals - 
notably Peacock’s, 
which moved into the 
former Woolworth’s 
store. 

The town still has a 
number of successful 
chain stores like Argos, 
Wilkinson, Iceland and 
Aldi which are located 
in the town centre and 
help to draw people to 
the town. 

Asda is the latest 
arrival, after taking over 
the former Somerfield 
store, and this is also 
within a stone’s throw of 
the town centre, boost¬ 
ing the number of people 
coming in to town. 

The town’s main asset 
remains the free car park 
in Llynfi Road and a 
similar car park at the 
Asda store. 

But perhaps 

Maesteg’s greatest asset 
is its homely and friend¬ 
ly atmosphere. It’s a 
town where most people 
know each other, where 
shopkeepers know their 
customers, and where 
there’s a warm welcome 
for visitors. 

The next few years 
may be tough, but the 
indomitable community 
spirit of the Llynfi 
Valley will, hopefully, 
allow the town centre to 
survive and carry on ful¬ 
filling the important 
social function of giving 
local people somewhere 
to shop, where they can 
meet their friends and 
interact with each other.

THE Old House is one of the oldest pubs in 
Wales dating back to approximately 1147AD, 
With its thatched roof, it has to be one of the 
most visited pubs in the country. 

It is steeped in history and was once the calling 
place of William Hopkin, a local Bard who was 
involved in that very famous love story “The 
Maid of Cefn Ydfa” 

Presently... 

SITUATED in the Llynfi Valley overlooking 
the rolling hills of Mynydd Baiden. It is 
approximately 6 miles from Sarn services on 
the M4 and approximately 10 miles from Port 
Talbot.

Historic anniversary 
marks coming of the 
railway to Maesteg 


THE anniversary 
of the coming of 
the railways to 
Maesteg takes 
place next 
Wednesday -150 
years to the day 
since the Maesteg 
line first opened. 

A special ceremony 
is taking place, jointly 
organised by the 
Institute of Civil 
Engineers and the 
Llynfi Valley Historical 
Society, with support 
from Maesteg Town 
Council. 

A special plaque, 
commissioned by the 
Institute, will be 
unveiled at Maesteg 
railway station. The 
ceremony at 12.15pm 
will be attended by 
officers of the Institute, 
which is placing 
plaques all around the 
country to mark the 
coming of the railways 
to towns and cities. 

They will be wel¬ 
comed by Maesteg 
mayor Coun Gareth 
Howells and the group 


will then go back to the 
council offices, where 
an exhibition featuring 
the work of Isambard 
Kingdom Brunei, who 
was involved with the 
development of the 
Maesteg line, is taking 
place. 

It opens next 
Monday, August 8, and 
will be open to the pub¬ 
lic for the week. 

Neil Perry, of the 
historical society, said 
that the plaque will be 
permanently placed at 
the railway station to 
mark the opening of the 
line in 1861. 

Also present at the 
ceremony will be the 
manager of Asda, 
whose store is built on 
what was the original 
railway’s station site, 
and managers from 
Arriva Trains who now 
operate the passenger 
trains along the line. 

The Maesteg line 
was closed to passen¬ 
gers in 1970, but 
remained in use taking 
coal out of the valley, 
until the late 1980s. By 
this time, moves were 


afoot to reintroduce 
passenger trains and the 
service was relaunched 
in the autumn of 1992. 

Although the coming 
of the railway was an 
important milestone in 
the industrial develop¬ 
ment of the Llynfi 
Valley, it was not the 
first link between the 
town and the outside 
world. 

In 1828, the Duffryn 
Llynfi to Porthcawl 
horse-drawn tram road 
was opened which took 
finished iron products 
from the Maesteg and 
Llynfi iron works down 
to Porthcawl, where 
they were exported by 
ship from the harbour. 

The tram road ran 
down the valley from 
the old Spelter site, 
near Caerau square, 
down to Tondu, where 
it ran along the back of 
Cefn Cribwr and then 
into Kenfig Hill, before 
turning down into 
Porthcawl. 

In 1855, an Act of 
Parliament, was passed, 
which turned it into a 
railway operated by 
steam locomotives. The 
route, however, took 
the railway from 


Caerau down to Tondu 
and then down to 
Bridgend, where it con¬ 
nected to the GWR 
main south Wales line. 

The old tram road 
from Tondu to 
Porthcawl was aban¬ 
doned and became 
derelict. 

Prom then on, indus¬ 
trialisation developed 
apace in Maesteg, with 
coal eventually replac¬ 
ing iron as the town’s 
main industry. 

Maesteg remained an 
important coal town 
until 1985, when the 
last pit - St John’s - 
was closed. 

However, while there 
may no longer be coal 
trains running along the 
track, the passenger 
service has been suc¬ 
cessful and there are 
plans to double the 
number of trains next 
year - with two an hour 
instead of one. 

That can only hap¬ 
pen when a passing 
loop is built so that two 
trains can operate with¬ 
in the single track sys¬ 
tem - one will to wait 
in the loop for the other 
to pass.

cliffs in that area.

boat that we carry for 
such situations. 

“Two crew members 
were able to row ashore 
and picked up the casu¬ 
alty. 

“He was brought out 
through the surf and 
landed aboard the 
Atlantic 85 inshore 
lifeboat. 

“In the meantime, 
Atlantic College’s 
lifeboat had been 
launched, and the casu¬ 
alty was transferred to 
them to be put ashore at 
the college slipway. 

“His condition was 
‘weir and no medical 
assistance was required. 

“We were then 
returning to Porthcawl 
when Swansea 
Coastguard received a 
further 999 call from a 
54-year-old man - again 
cut off near Nash Point 
by one of the largest 
tides of the year. 

“We put crew mem¬ 
bers Jess Canton and 
Etienne Cronje ashore in 
the ‘X’ boat. They were 
able to recover the casu¬ 
alty and we returned 
him to Porthcawl 
Lifeboat Station.” 

Lifeboat operations 
manager, Philip Missen, 
said: “Both rescues had 
a positive outcome 
thanks to the prompt 
actions of the crew. 

“The second casualty, 
who was brought back 
to Porthcawl. required 
medical treatment from 
paramedics for hyper¬ 
thermia. 

“He was able to 
return to his home in 
Barry around midnight.”

L ooking out 

for elderly 
neighbours 
shouldn’t be reserved 
for winter months, 
according to Huw 
Owen, director of the 
care at home 
provider, Bluebird 
Care.

ing attack.

First pointer to Gatland’s way

T oday (Thursday, March 4) 
Wales head coach, Warren 
Gatland, unveils his 22 players 
who will head to Twickenham for the 
121st encounter with England on 
Saturday, in a match he knows full 
well carries more than the usual signif¬ 
icance. 

Given the age-old passions aroused (at least 
on this side of Offa’s Dyke) hy meetings 
between these two fierce rughy rivals, it was 
disturbing enough for Welsh fans when the 
men in white finally edged ahead in the series, 
with 55 wins to Wales’ 53, and 12 matches 
drawn. 

Gatland will not want to be the head coach 
that sees this gap widen further, with a second 
Rugby World Cup warm-up match between 
the two following hard on its heels a week 
later at the Millennium Stadium in Cardiff. 
While that in itself may not pre-occupy him 


unduly, there is no doubting the extra pres¬ 
sures on his shoulders as he marshals his 
forces in the run-in to the RWC finals in his 
homeland next month. 

Failure against the English would be a bad 
enough blow to his pride, but he also knows 
the bleak fate that eventually befell his prede¬ 
cessor in the equivalent 2007 World Cup 
warm-up match when a weakened Welsh team 
was bullied off the park in a record 62-5 
defeat at Twickenham. 

That was followed by the humiliation of 
defeat by Fiji and an early exit from the 
Rugby World Cup - something this proud 
Kiwi would simply not countenance, particu¬ 
larly in front of his own countrymen, who are 
odds-on favourites to win the tournament. 

Hence, no doubt, his motivation in putting 
his initial 39-man squad through the mental 


and physical mill, during a summer that has 
included two sessions of ‘deep freeze torture’ 
in a Polish training camp. 

With a third warm-up game scheduled 
against Argentina in Cardiff, on August 20, 
just before the Welsh squad is whittled down 
to 30 before leaving for New Zealand, he can¬ 
didly maintains: 

“We have established a nucleus of players who 
will form our RWC squad, based on their per¬ 
formances in training over the recent weeks, but 
it is now time to translate those efforts on to the 
field. 

“The players have worked hard, but places are 
still very much up for grabs and a lot will depend 
on what we see over the course of these next 
three games. 

“We have not shied away from the top class 
quality opposition in preparation for this World 


Cup, and it doesn’t come much tougher than fac¬ 
ing the 2003 World Cup winners and 2007final¬ 
ists on their own home patch. 

“The warm-up fixtures will be tough, but we 
are in a really tough group at the World Cup and 
replicating those conditions can ultimately only 
be of benefit to us. ” 

Welsh supporters, to a man (and woman) 
will echo the sentiment. England on Saturday 
will be the first real test and it will be fascinat¬ 
ing to see the starting line-up when it is 
announced today, as an early inkling of 
Gatland’s World Cup thinking. 

It is surely inconceivable that he will risk a 
repeat of the damaging blow to squad morale 
seen in 2007 by fielding a team ripe for 
slaughter. 

His team will be competitive, though as he 
has made clear, no conclusions can be drawn 
as to his final RWC selection that will soon 
board the plane for Down Under. 

For the members of his squad, it will be an 
anxious waiting game.
